If there is anything today to differen-

in the 1939 legislature. 


Public control of milk distribution in 


Wisconsin and elsewhere started many 
years ago. But its origin was found in 
the publicly accepted need for sanitary 
guarantees. 
Early milk 
control 
rules 


were health rules. 


Today the theory remains, but it is 


ignored. 
The Menasha farmer's license 


•was revoked, the right to make a living 
out of a business established by himself 
and his sons through hard work was de- 
nied, not because his milk wasn't clean 
and wholesome, but because he sold it for 
less than the state-prescribed price in his 
particular neighborhood. 


The only basis for depriving this farm- 


er of a business in which he has an im- 
portant investment is the fact that he 
happened to live and do business at the 
wrong address. He lived in an area in- 
cluded within the state's price regula- 
tions. 


TIad he lived a few' miles away, in 


Calumet county, or in Waupaca county, 
or in Shawano county, which is also a part 
of Wisconsin, he could have offered his 
milk at five cents a quart, or he could 
have distributed it free of charge, with 
complete impunity. 
The department of 


agriculture and markets would not have 
been interested, and he could have car- 
ried on his business without molestation. 


Certainly it sounds silly. It is silly. 


But the fault is not that of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


The law under which it operates is 


valid until it is ruled out by a competent 
court. 
Until that time department of- 


ficers are duty-bound to apply its provi- 
sions, however illogical, unsound, arbi- 
trary, and unreasonable they may be. 
The blame must be directed at the legis- 
lature, which in its profound wisdom pro- 
claimed that the man in Menasha who 
sells milk for less than the figure set by 
the stale bureaucracy is a criminal, while 
his neighbor across the county line is a 
good citizen under the same circum- 
stances. 


AUTO INDUSTRIAL PEACE 


Conclusion from a recent atudy of the 


Brookings Institution is that labor rela- 
tions in the automobile industry are im* 
proving. In general, the survey disclosed 
that an increasing number of companies 
are making a sincere effort toward effec- 
tive operation of labor agreements in force 
-and the unions are becoming more rea- 
sonable in their demands. 


From the automobile workers view- 


point, the benefits of the improved rela- 
tions are shorter working hours, an in- 
crease in the hourly wage and extra pay 
for overtime. Perhaps even more impor- 
tant than all of these is that there has 
been less loss of time through strikes. . 


From the employers standpoint, the 


benefits have included a steadier and more 
reliable production. There have been few- 
er interruptions of manufacturing sched- 
ules, deliveries and distribution. 


The public at large also benefits from 


the better understanding that appears to 
be developing. 
So large an industry as 


the automobile manufacturing business 
inevitably affects many contributing in- 
dustries. When the automobile industry 
shuts down the workers of the automo- 
bile plants are not by any means the only 
ones who suffer. 
The employes of the 


concerns that supply the countless parts 
and pieces which go into an automobile 
also suffer. So likewise do the transpor- 
tation enterprises. 
And also all of the 


tradesmen and others with whom the 
automobile 
workers 
naturally 
spend 


their money when they are drawing their 
wages regularly. 


According to the report of the Brook- 


ings Institution more experience in the 
use of collective bargaining is one of the 
main reasons for the improved relations. 
Another way of expressing that is that 
both employe and employer are learning 
about friendly cooperation and coming to 
the realization that neither can 
profit 


when there is lack of cooperation, lack of 
intelligent understanding of each other's 
problems. 


May it be hoped earnestly that the 


improvement continues. Labor peace in 
the automobile industry will be a vital 
contribution to national recovery.

"Germany is re-arming. That is a

him. 
But the old' piece of hickory kept

Now his country turns to him, wishes, 


to forget its derision, opens wide its 
arms for a friendly embrace. 


Churchill may be a great organizer 


but he is also quite an old man for the 
tremendous demands upon nerve, heart 
and brain that war makes. Yet the man 
in the street will probably not realize 
this fact any more than he realized the 
value in Churchill's early warning, but 
will sleep better to know that one of his 
countrymen who understood clearly what 
was going on through the years, is now 
in command.

tiring eleven outstanding flyers—when the ad- 
mirals were wailing on Capitol Hill that there 
weren't enough pilots to man planes under the 
expansion program—was only one example of 
the incomprehensible aberrations of the navy's 
promotion system. 


In 1938, Lt. Commander Clarence V. Conlon, 


aged 39, was "passed over" by the selection 
board as unfit for promotion. Conlon was then 
commanding the gunboat Monocacy on the 
Yangtze River, coping with Chinese mines and 
marauders on the surface and Japanese bomb- 
ers in the air. 


So well did Conlon carry out his delicate mis- 


sion that on the recommendation of Admiral 
Harry E. Yarnell, then commander of the 
Asiatic fleet, he was awarded the navy cross 
for distinguished service. Thus it happened that 
a few months after the selection board of brass- 
hats, sitting in Washington, had ruled him unfil 
for promotion and thereby marked him down 
for retirement, Conlon, 6,000 miles away on the 
'firing line, was. being decorated for "excep- 
tional personal courage, a high degree of lead- 
ership and signal administrative ability in com- 
manding his ship under trying circumstanc- 
es. ..." 


While the anomaly of decorating for distin- 


guished service a man who had been "passed 
over"'by the selection board may not have 
seemed strange to the brasshats, it did to Sec- 
retary Edison. He ordered a special selection 
board to reconsider Conlon's case. This time 
Conlon was pronounced "best fitted" for pro- 
motion, and raised to the rank of commander. 


.Note—Interrogated about the navy promotion 


system by a house committee, Rear Admiral 
Chester Nimitz, chief of the bureau of naviga- 
tion, admitted, "I do not attempt to deny in any 
way that competent officers are being retired 
through the selection system." The committee 
also brought out that of 140 officers who had 
been dropped by the selective board and re- 
cently recalled to active duty, only 13 had been

have placed orders for the purchase 
r£ 3i million trees for windbreak, 
shelterbelt cr solid forestry plan- 
tations. 


Burnett county 
leads the .state 


with the purchase of 2,017,000 trees. 
Six counties in central Wisconsin 
have ordered one million trees, the 
bulk of which are to be used for 
shelterbelt plantations. These coun- 
ties are Adams, Marquette, Wau- 
paca, Portage, Waushara and Jun- 
eau. The balance of around 500,000 
trees have been ordered from land- 
owners 
in 
counties 
scattered 


throughout the state. 


Trees purchased 
will plant ap- 


proximately 5,400 acres and with the 
$7.50 per acre payment under the 
agricultural conservation program 
for tree planting about $40,000 will 
be earned for the practice. 


In addition to the 3£ million trees 


purchased by Wisconsin farmers 
about 2\ ni'llion trees qre to be giv- 
en free to farmers for demonstra- 
tion forest plantations.

Prevent Machines From 


Displacing Use of Hands 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


Our hands have lifted us out of the slime of creation to the lofty place 


among Nature's creatures we hold toda^. We used our hands and they 
pulled us up and over and through whatever hindrances were in our way. 


Now we have machines, which, of course, our hands have made. They 


are good in that they release men and women from one kind of work 
so that they can engage m another. But this machine-bought freedom 
must not be allowed to displace the use of our intelligent hands. We must 
continue to use them if we would continue to be intelligent and to pro- 
mote our own good. 


I am concerned about the hand education of children. They find little 


their hands can do these days. At home there are fewer chores and in 
school there are only books. In play the toys are found made for use. 
Nothing remains for the children's hands to do except to take and that is 
not good for their intelligence. 


It would be difficult for most of the homes to find real hand-work for 


the children and make-believe activity is worse than none. The school 
and the club are about the best places for hand training we can find. 
Here the boys and girls should be allowed and encouraged to use their 
hands in every kind of work pos-

daily in every bit of garden litera-

obscure way. "What is 


humus?" is a general question. 


Humus is one or a combination 


of several plant materials weather- 
ed to an advanced stage of de- 
composition, usually dark m color 
an.-i uniform m texture. The most 
familiar form is the peat moss sold 
by seedsmen. This is an imported 
product as a rule, although lately 
some is 
being produced 
here 


Woods leaf mold is another ex- 
ample. 


Humus products are all dark in 


color and, because of the color, are 
mistaken for plant foods. 
While 


humus contains some food elements 
it is far from a plant 
food 
and 


should not, under any circum- 
stances, be considered a food. It's 
big jrole is adding to the water- 
holding capacity of soil and, conse- 
quently, improving the condition of 
Jawns, flower gardens and vege- 
table plots. Adding large quanti- 
ties of 
humus modifies and im- 


proves the soil until it becomes 
open and porous, thus allowing air 
and water to enter 
more freely 


Plants growing in soil so modified 
can be hoed instead of hosed in 
late summer. Plants will then re- 
sist August drought better. 


Light sandy soil holds about 8 


per cent of its weight in water 
clay soil holds 30 per cent its own 
weight while humus holds 10 times 
its weight in water. Adding a giant 
portion of humus to sandy soil and 
spreading over and spading in an 
inch or two over the entire area 
of a clayey garden plot makes both 
soils nearly ideal.

ETHIOPIANS 


Ethiopia was conquered by the 


Italians, and today is part of the 
Italian empire. That change took 
place four years ago, and it ended 
the life of a kingdom with a long 
history. 


An Ethiopian 


Some persons think of Ethiopia as 


a -"land of negroes," but that is not 
a correct way to speak of it Ethio- 
pia contains people who are much 
mixed. Many of them are Hamites, 
others are Semites, and still others 
are negroes 


In a survey of the people several 


years ago, 14 per cent of the people 
were classed as "black," 13 per 
cent as "white," and 73 per cent as 
mixed or "bronze " 


Seventy languages are spoken by 


natives of Ethiopia, and there are 
scores of "dialects" besides the lan- 
guages. A dialect is a special form 
of a language. 


Some Ethiopians 
in the cities 


•wear clothes like ours, but in gen- 
eral they wear a national costume. 
This is the same for both men and 
•women It is made up of a cotton 
shirt, long cotton trousers, and a 
loose robe 


The outer garment is called a 


"chamma," and has been compared 
to the old Roman toga. The cham- 
ma is draped about the shoulders, 
and hangs down to the knees or be- 
low 


The plain people ha\e •shite 


chammas made from cloth of the 
kind \ve use for bed sheets. The 
upper classes have chammas wo\en 
by hand, and often edged with a 
colored border A chief or a high 
pries4- may have one with a silk 
border a foct wide 


Usually the Ethiooians keep their 


chammas clean, washing them each 
daj. In time of mourning, however, 
the poor show how sorry they a-e 
by letting the robes grow soiled 
Among the more well-to-do, the 
sign of mourning is to wear pink, 
yellow or blue clothing 


Natives of Ethiopia have many 


mules. Men. women and children 
ride mules from place to place in- 
side a city, and from one \illage 
to another. 


A common tjpe of saddle is made 


of wood, with a sheepskin under it 
and a bit of padding over the seat 
It is a custom to deck the mules in 
trappings made from silk and piec- 
es of colored leather Often the ani- 
mals seem almost lost under the 
trappings
